Dear  Sir, —  In  accordance  with  section  15  of  chapter 
185,  Acts  of  1875,  the  Park  Commission  herewith  sub- 
mits its  annual  report  for  the  year  1927. 

Though  no  new  lands  were  acquired  for  parks,  play- 
ground, bathing  beach  or  public  square  purposes, 
all  resources  of  the  department  were  in  use  to  a  greater 
extent  than  ever  before,  which  indicates  an  increasing 
appreciation  of  the  manifold  services  available  for 
the  welfare  of  the  citizens. 

It  is  a  matter  of  congratulation  that  Boston's  so- 
called  park  system  is  attracting  the  attention  that  it 
deserves,  not  only  among  our  own  citizens  and  those 
in  the  metropolitan  district,  but  among  state  and 
municipal  authorities,  far  and  near,  who  often  come 
to  Boston  to  obtain  park  ideas  for  their  own  com- 
munities. These  visitors  quite  uniformly  report  that 
they  find  a  well-balanced  system  to  appeal  to  the 
varying  tastes  of  a  large  community,  concerning  which 
no  single  feature  is  neglected.  Boston  stands  high 
with  respect  to  its  playground  facilities,  being  one  of 
the  first   cities   of  the  country  to  develop   this  highly 
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beneficial  agency  for  public  health  and  recreation,  but 
there  has  been  equal  insistence  on  the  best  that  may 
be  provided  for  public  bathing,  sports,  pedestrianism, 
motoring,  zoological  education  and  aesthetic  and  utili- 
tarian benefits.  It  is  a  pleasure  for  the  Park  Com- 
mission to  report  that  along  these  varied  lines  the 
year  has  been  most  fruitful. 

The  Strandway,  Franklin  Park  and  the  Fens  are 
pivotal  points  in  the  Boston  Park  System,  illustratiDg 
quite  distinctly  the  needs  of  the  public.  The  two 
former  attractions  have  never  drawn  greater  crowds 
than  during  the  last  summer,  and  it  is  believed  that 
with  the  completion  of  the  Fens  improvement,  this 
remarkable  acreage,  close  to  the  heart  of  the  city,  will 
be  equally  appreciated. 

The  Fens. 

The  reconstruction  of  Audubon  road,  between  Agassiz 
road  and  Fens  Bridge,  which  was  contracted  for  last 
year,  was  completed  and  opened  for  travel,  June  19. 

The  completion  of  the  reconstruction  of  this  section 
of  the  old  winding,  narrow  park  road  to  two  parallel 
roadways  with  center  grass  reservation,  extends  this 
new  type  of  construction  another  1,900  feet  farther 
than  last  year.  The  new  boulevard  has  been  con- 
structed to  meet  modern  conditions,  new  trees  have 
been  planted,  and  new  boulevard  lights  installed. 

The  roadway,  slopes  and  planting  spaces  in  the 
neighborhood  of  the  Evans  Memorial  of  the  Art  Museum 
have  been  relaid  out  and  reconstructed  according  to 
the  plans  of  Arthur  A.  Shurtleff,  landscape  architect. 
The  curving  park  roadway  and  bridle  path  which  passed 
the  front  of  the  Museum  have  been  straightened  to 
form  lines  parallel  with  the  building.  With  a  portion 
of  the  space  gained  by  this  change,  the  stream  opposite 
the  center  of  the  building  has  been  widened  to  form 
a  reflecting  pool  or  lagoon.  To  accommodate  pedes- 
trians wishing  to  cross  the  area  toward  Jersey  street, 
two  paths  have  been  constructed,  one  from  Forsyth  way 
and  the  other  opposite  Museum  road.  Two  rustic 
wooden  footbridges  have  been  built  to  carry  these 
footways  across  the  stream.  Trees  have  been  planted 
in  groves  with  sufficient  openings  to  give  good  vistas 
across  the  intervening  meadows  and  the  water  to  the 
portico  of  the  building.  Studies  of  the  angles  of  sight 
have  been  made  in  deciding  the  location  and  extent 
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of  the  pool  to  insure  good  reflections  of  the  colonnade. 
Plantations  of  shrubbery  and  trees  have  been  set  out 
to  give  shade  for  the  paths,  to  form  screens,  and  in 
general  to  support  the  margins  of  the  open  spaces.  The 
entire  improvement  has  been  planned  to  harmonize 
with  the  plan  of  the  general  development  of  the  Fens 
as  a  whole.  Contracts  completed  or  let  for  these 
improvements  this  year  totaled  $81,485.71. 

Park  Roadways  and  Boulevards. 

The  excellent  condition  of  the  surfaces  of  the  park 
roadways  has  minimized  resurfacing  and  replacements. 

The  bitulithic  pavement  on  the  north  roadway  of 
Commonwealth  avenue  between  Arlington  street  and 
Hereford  street,  and  between  Massachusetts  avenue 
and  Charlesgate  West,  was  re-flushcoated  with  hot 
asphalt  and  stone  chips.  This  treatment  of  the  pave- 
ment should  give  it  many  added  years  of  life.  The 
cost  was  $0.20  a  square  yard,  totaling  $3,370.50. 

A  section  of  the  wood  block  pavement  on  Common- 
wealth avenue,  north  drive,  between  Beacon  street  and 
Sherborne  street  was  taken  up  and  a  bitulithic  pavement 
laid.  The  old  pavement  was  laid  in  1914  and  had 
outlived  its  usefulness.  It  was  found  necessary  to  raise 
the  grade  of  the  old  concrete  foundation  about  three  (3) 
inches,  which  was  done  with  new  concrete.  The  cost 
of  the  entire  replacement  was  $19,419.07. 

A  section  of  the  Riverway  road  between  Brookline 
avenue  and  Longwood  avenue  was  widened  on  the 
southerly  side  a  minimum  width  of  7  feet.  This 
roadway,  which  handles  heavy  traffic  from  points  to 
and  from  the  south  of  the  city  as  completed  has  a 
minimum  width  of  45  feet.  It  was  materially  widened 
at  one  sharp  corner  near  Longwood  avenue.  The 
total  cost  of  this  widening  was  $9,488.63. 

Franklin  Park. 
The  southerly  parallel  walk  of  the  Greeting,  ap- 
proximately 2,000  feet  in  length  and  25  feet  in  width, 
was  reconstructed  of  concrete.  This  new  surface  re- 
placed the  old  crushed  stone  macadam  walk  which  was 
very  unsatisfactory  in  wet  and  wintry  weather.  A 
drainage  system  was  installed  to  eliminate  the  surface 
water  from  the  new  Greeting  walk.  This  new  concrete 
walk  with  the  improved  surface  drainage  system  is  a 
great  improvement  for  the  throngs  who  traverse  the 
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Greeting  to  visit  the  Zoo  and  other  parts  of  the  park. 
The  cost  of  this  entire  improvement  was  $19,620.10. 

At  the  Greenhouse  the  old  wooden  plant  benches 
were  removed  and  new  plant  benches  were  constructed 
of  concrete.  These  replacements  were  made  in  Growing- 
Houses  No.  1  and  No.  2.  These  replacements  leave 
only  four  of  the  propagating  houses  with  the  old  type 
wooden  plant  benches.  The  new  plant  benches  are  a 
decided  improvement  over  the  old  wooden  benches  and 
can  be  considered  as  permanent  and  indestructible. 

The  golf  course  still  draws  large  crowds  and  the 
congestion  continues  on  Saturdays,  Sundays  and  holi- 
days. This  congestion  further  amplifies  the  need  of 
another  golf  course  in  our  city. 

The  three  toboggan  chutes  were  again  erected  on 
Schoolmaster's  Hill  and  were  well  patronized  when 
weather  conditions  permitted.  Two  of  these  chutes  are 
1,300  feet  in  length  and  the  other  is  900  feet  in  length, 
and  with  plenty  of  snow  and  cold  weather  it  is  possible 
to  ride  a  half  mile  on  the  chutes  and  along  the  ground  at 
the  end  of  the  chutes. 

The  park  was  used  extensively  by  the  general  public 
for  picnicking,  motoring,  ball-playing,  football  playing, 
skiing  and  tobogganing,  skating,  tennis  playing,  and 
for  other  recreational  and  educational  activities.  The 
people  are  making  more  use  of  this  525-acre  park  which 
lies  all  within  the  limits  of  our  busy  city. 

Zoological  Garden. 

The  Zoo  still  draws  more  than  its  quota  of  the  visitors 
to  Franklin  Park.  The  unending  stream  of  people 
attending  these  attractions  in  good  weather  offers  great 
encouragement  to  us  who  direct  and  promote  this 
feature  of  the  department. 

It  was  necessary  to  make  alterations  to  the  interior 
pool  of  the  hippopotamus.  Happy,  the  hippo  purchased 
from  funds  contributed  by  the  school  children  of  Boston, 
had  outgrown  his  swimming  pool.  The  reconstruction 
was  done  under  contract  at  a  cost  of  $1,547.  The 
children's  pet,  now  full  grown,  has  ample  space  and 
room  to  bathe  and  frolic  in  the  water,  which  brings 
delight  to  our  eager  and  enthusiastic  younger  visitors. 

Arnold  Arboretum. 
The  city  is  the  proud  owner  of  this  wonderful  area. 
It  maintains  the  roads,  walks,  walls  and  fences,   but 
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it  leases  the  grounds  to  Harvard  University  for  botani- 
cal purposes.  This  beautiful  park  property  is  the 
show  place  of  the  world  for  the  exhibition  of  all  kinds 
of  trees  and  shrubs.  Visitors  from  all  sections  who  are 
interested  in  trees  and  shrubs  congregate  there  and  are 
free  in  expounding  the  wonders  of  the  place. 

A  new  water  service  was  laid  to  provide  water  for 
drinking  fountains,  and  much  favorable  comment  has 
been  expressed  at  this  needed  improvement  A  wire 
fence  erected  on  the  stone  boundary  wall  along  Centre 
street,  between  the  Centre  street  gate  and  Allandale 
street,  will  tend  to  keep  out  vandals  and  others  after 
dark. 

Marine  Park. 

The  old  wooden  bridge  between  Marine  Park  and 
Castle  Island  was  removed  during  the  past  year.  The 
area  between  these  two  park  properties  was  filled  in 
with  hydraulic  fill  some  ten  years  ago,  and  Castle 
Island  remains  no  longer  an  island.  The  bridge  had 
outlived  its  usefulness  and  was  beyond  repair.  A 
concrete  walk  was  constructed  on  the  hydraulic  fill, 
between  the  park  and  the.  old  island.  A  new  water 
service  was  laid  underground  to  the  island  under  the 
same  contract.  A  new  lighting  system  was  installed 
along  the  new  concrete  walk  to  replace  the  one  removed 
with  the  old  bridge.  The  cost  of  all  these  changes  and 
improvements  was  $24,000. 

The  public  landing  and  wharf  buildings  on  Colum- 
bia road,  opposite  Farragut  road,  were  reconditioned 
and  generally  repaired.  This  work  was  done  under 
contract  at  a  cost  of  $6,805.86. 

Playgrounds  and  Small  Parks. 

Tyler  Street  Playground. — ■  A  portion  of  the  concrete 
surface  which  had  settled  has  been  replaced  with  new 
concrete  to  the  proper  grade.  This  replacement  makes 
the  surface  of  this  playground  true,  even  and  to  the 
proper  grade,  satisfactory  and  safe  for  the  small  children 
who  use  it. 

North  End  Pork. —  A  new  wire  fence  15  feet  high 
was  erected  along  the  back  of  the  sea  wall  and  on  the  end 
of  the  ball  field  adjacent  to  the  women's  bath  house, 
replacing  the  old  fence,  9  feet  high,  which  was  about 
ready  to  fall  down.  The  new  fence,  much  higher  and 
of  stronger    construction  than    the   old   one,    will    be 
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more  suitable  for  conditions  at  this  playground,  located 
in  the  most  congested  section  of  Boston. 

John  Winthrop  Playground. —  This  playground  was 
resurfaced  with  a  4-inch  depth  of  loam,  thus  covering 
the  old  gravel  surface  which  was  found  dangerous  to 
baseball  and  football  playing. 

William  H.  Garvey  Playground. —  A  standard  play- 
ground wooden  swing  shelter  was  erected  during  the 
past  summer.  This  shelter  will  provide  one  more 
playground  with  a  covered  shelter  for  swings  and  games 
for  the  smaller  children. 

Paris  Street  Playground. —  A  new  drainage  system  was 
laid  to  replace  the  old  one  which  had  settled  and  was  not 
functioning.  This  new  system  has  eliminated  the  wet 
and  soggy  conditions  that  existed  in  the  center  of  the 
playground.  Screened  soft  coal  cinders  have  been 
placed  over  most  of  the  area,  covering  up  the  soft 
surface  conditions.  The  playground  can  now  be  used 
at  all  seasons  and  the  children  from  the  adjacent  school 
are  taking  full  advantage  of  this  change  for  the  better. 

Mission  Hill  Playground. —  The  field  house  at  this 
playground  was  generally  repaired  under  contract. 
This  house  is  fifteen  years  old  and  due  to  its  continued 
steady  use  it  was  necessary  to  make  many  radical 
changes  and  repairs. 

Bath  Houses,  Gymnasiums  and  Physical  Training. 

Bath  houses  were  well  patronized  by  the  general 
public  the  year  round.  In  the  more  congested  sections 
the  municipal  bath  house  fills  a  much-needed  want  for 
those  who  must  depend  on  bathing  outside  of  the  home. 
Cleanliness  promotes  good  health  and  bath  house 
facilities  are  high  on  the  scale  of  necessary  safeguards. 

The  regular  gymnastic  classes  were  held  through  the 
year,  except  during  the  hot  summer  months.  Gymnastic 
training  was  enjoyed  and  benefited  by  many.  The 
swimming  pools  have  been  kept  up  to  a  standard 
comparable  with  the  best  pools  of  the  country.  The 
annual  gymnastic  class  exhibition,  held  April  14  at  the 
Boston  Arena,  proved  a  remarkable  demonstration  of 
the  efficiency  attained. 

Physical  instructors  of  the  gymnasiums  were  detailed 
for  the  second  successive  summer  to  organizing  and 
promoting  athletic  sports  on  the  larger  playgrounds. 
Baseball  and  track  teams  were  again  organized,  baseball 
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games  were  played  between  the  different  district  teams 
and  the  members  of  the  champion  team  were  given 
special  prizes.  There  were  district  track  meets  and 
the  annual  general  track  and  field  meet  at  Franklin 
Field  on  September  9,  at  which  prizes  were  awarded 
the  winners. 

Bathing  Beaches. 

The  bathing  beaches  were  used  extensively  by  the 
public,  perhaps  more  extensively  than  in  any  other 
summer  season.  On  the  extreme  hot  days  capacity 
crowds  gathered,  eager  to  take  advantage  of  a  cool 
plunge  in  the  Atlantic.  The  beaches  were  covered 
with  new,  clean  sand  just  before  the  start  of  the  season, 
and  the  bath  houses  were  also  reconditioned. 

The  L. Street  Bath  House,  Boston's  all-the-y ear-round 
beach  house,  was  altered  and  repaired  under  a  contract 
amounting  to  $3,964.  This  building  has  reached  a 
condition  where  extensive  repairs  and  replacements 
will  have  to  be  made  every  year.  Being  of  wood 
construction,  underneath  timbers,  posts  and  sills  require 
serious  attention.  It  is  advisable  to  give  consideration 
to  the  construction  of  a  new  modern  house  rather  than 
spend  considerable  money  on  replacements  on  this  old 
wooden  building. 

The  annual  swimming  meets  were  held  at  the  indivi- 
dual beaches  and  the  winners  of  these  local  meets 
engaged  in  a  general  swimming  meet  at  Marine  Park 
Beach,  for  which  prizes  were  awarded. 


Band  Concerts  and  Special  Entertainment. 

Musical  concerts  were  given  during  the  summer  in 
various  sections  and  attracted  many  thousands  of 
persons.  The  regular  summer  band  concert  schedule 
provided  a  concert  every  Sunday  afternoon  during 
July  and  August  at  Boston  Common,  Franklin  Park 
and  Marine  Park.  Concerts  were  given  on  alternate 
Sundays  during  the  same  months  at  Jamaica  Pond, 
McConnell  Park  and  World  War  Memorial  Park. 

The  annual  municipal  Christmas  Tree,  erected  on 
Boston  Common  near  the  Parkman  Bandstand,  was 
70  feet  in  height,  constructed  of  450  individual  balsam 
trees,  and  was  illuminated  with  1,200  colored  lights. 
The  Christmas  Eve  celebration  was  held  at  the  Parkman 
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Bandstand  in  the  presence  of  a  large  crowd.  The 
band  concert  and  Christmas  carol  singing  were  especially 
impressive. 

The  Parkman  Bandstand  public  address  system  was 
extensively  used  to  entertain  our  people  with  radio 
programs,  special  sporting  events  and  addresses  by 
prominent  men  and  women. 

The  Aquarium. 
The  attendance  at  the  Aquarium  for  the  year  totaled 
438,000.     The  department  had  the  following  exhibits: 

Fresh  and  salt  water  fishes,  63  species  —  2,660 

specimens. 
Mammals,  2  species  —  4  specimens. 
Reptiles,  6  species  —  27  specimens. 
Amphibians,  3  species  —  41  specimens. 
Invertebrate,  3  species  —  40  specimens. 

The  department  exhibited  forty-four  alewives  which 
were  taken  in  the  spring  and  were  kept  alive  for  three 
months.  This  is  a  record  length  of  time  that  the 
alewife  has  been  kept  alive  in  an  aquarium.  Since  the 
advent  of  the  concrete  fish  tanks  with  additional  parti- 
tion walls  it  has  been  possible  to  keep  pike  perch  alive 
and  on  exhibition.  Some  of  these  perch  were  taken 
from  fresh  water  and  exhibited  in  salt  water. 

All  the  old  galvanized  piping  in  the  fresh  water  system 
was  removed  and  new  brass  piping  installed.  A  toilet 
room  for  men  was  installed  for  use  of  the  general  public. 
The  filters  have  been  thoroughly  overhauled  and  the 
necessary  replacements  made. 

Moth  and  Tree  Division. 

The  department  forces  inspected  during  the  year 
all  trees  on  private  property  and  on  the  city  streets  and 
boulevards.  Trees  found  infested  with  moths  were 
sprayed. 

The  oriental  moth  was  still  found  to  be  the  most 
numerous  of  the  pests.  A  general  inspection  for  the 
satin  moth  was  made  on  all  poplar  trees  throughout 
the  city.  This  moth  has  confined  all  its  activities  to 
the  poplars.  All  poplar  trees  were  sprayed  against 
this  satin  moth.  The  brown-tail  moth  has  been  prac- 
tically eliminated.  The  cost  of  all  the  moth  work  done 
on  the  trees  on  private  property  was  charged  to  the 
owners,  according  to  law. 
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The  street,  playground  and  park  trees  were  pruned, 
old  ones  removed  and  on  some  streets,  especially  Audu- 
bon road,  new  trees  were  planted.  The  large  English 
elms  on  Boston  Common,  some  of  which  are  more  than 
100  years  old,  were  relieved  of  dead  wood  and  their 
cavities  filled  with  cement. 

Cemetery  Division. 

The  department  employed  many  additional  men 
to  help  put  the  cemeteries  in  the  best  of  shape  for 
Memorial  Day. 

Mt.  Hope  Cemetery. —  An  additional  portion  of  the 
single  grave  section  was  developed  by  removing  the 
rock  and  regrading. 

Fairview  Cemetery. —  The  drives  near  the  front  of  the 
cemetery  were  resurfaced  with  bituminous  macadam. 
New  granite  block  gutters  were  laid  and  new  drainage 
was  installed.  The  old  wooden  stable  was  demolished 
and  a  new  brick  stable  built  in  the  rear  of  the  custodian's 
house.  The  new  stable  is  modern  in  every  way  and  can 
be  utilized  not  only  as  a  stable  but  for  a  tool  house  and 
locker  house  for  the  cemetery  workers. 

Evergreen  Cemetery. —  A  sizeable  parcel  of  land  was 
developed  for  burial  purposes  by  the  removal  of  the 
rock  and  the  installation  of  a  drainage  system.  This 
work  was  done  under  contract. 

Recommendations. 

One  of  the  most  serious  problems  of  the  department 
is  the  widening  or  continuation  of  the  construction  of 
parallel  one-way  roads  in  our  main  system.  Traffic 
conditions  on  some  of  our  one-road  park  roads  are 
becoming  unbearable  during  certain  rush  hours, especially 
at  the  main  cross  highways.  We  believe  that  the 
-entire  main  park  system  will  soon  need  two  parallel 
roadways,  the  better  to  handle  increasing  traffic,  and 
that  underpasses  and  overpasses  must  be  constructed. 
Continuous  flow  of  motor  traffic  will  have  to  come  soon 
in  Boston  and  the  best  place  to  provide  for  it  is  on  the 
parkways  and  boulevards. 

The  Governor  square  intersection  is  still  unbearable 
with  its  heavy  motor  and  street  car  traffic,  and  steps 
should  be  taken  to  place  the  street  cars  underground. 

The  Leverett  Pond  silt  nuisance  still  remains  and 
should  be  removed  as  conditions  are  becoming  worse 
along  Muddy  River. 
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The  L  Street  Bath  House  built  in  1866  will  need  such 
extensive  repairs  and  replacements  that  it  may  be 
advisable  to  build  a  new  bath  house  or  a  new  section. 
The  sills,  foundation  posts  and  understructure  are  in 
such  a  condition  that  repairs  may  prove  as  costly  as  a 
new  building.  The  ideal  house  would  be  fireproof 
throughout,  but  in  this  case  it  would  probably  be  more 
economical  to  make  any  new  house  or  parts  of  houses 
of  wooden  construction  with  concrete  floors  and  founda- 
tion posts. 

The  policy  of  improving  existing  playgrounds  and 
parks,  rather  than  purchasing  new  properties,  has  been 
continued  and  should  be  further  continued  until  such 
time  as  the  existing  properties  are  more  nearly  entirely 
developed. 

At  the  Aquarium  it  would  be  good  policy  to  take 
out  more  of  the  old  wooden  fish  tanks  and  replace  them 
with  new  concrete  tanks. 

It  is  advisable  that  the  vacant  land  adjacent  to  Mt. 
Hope  Cemetery  on  Canterbury  street  be  purchased 
and  added  to  the  cemetery.  Due  to  the  number  of 
burials  made  yearly  in  the  present  cemetery  area,  a 
greater  area  will  soon  be  necessary.  The  lot  contains 
294,495  square  feet  and  can  be  purchased  now  at  a 
much  lower  figure  than  a  few  years  hence. 

The  interest  from  the  Parkman  Fund  totals  approxi- 
mately $217,000  a  year,  and  most  of  it,  we  believe, 
should  be  spent  in  the  further  development  of  The  Fens. 
The  north  meadow  on  Boylston  street  should  be  further 
filled,  loamed,  walks  laid  out  and  thoroughly  planted 
with  shrubs  and  trees.  A  field  house  is  needed  at  the 
athletic  field  to  take  care  of  the  school  children  and 
others  who  use  these  grounds.  Another  section  of 
concrete  bleachers  should  be  built.  The  Fens  is  rapidly 
approaching  completion  and  we  feel  proud  of  the  changes 
for  the  better  that  have  already  been  accomplished.
